In the latter 
case, the Managing Committee of the Society shall insist oii the borrower pro- 
ddemg one surety in addition to the sociefy ; 

(?) the Society shall not undertake any duties or liabilities in conrrection with Wwa 
under the Act to non-members ; 

(8) the Society shall have been placed in the A or B class at the last preceding audit.

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6. Sanction of loan . — The Talaka Officer (Hi receipt of such application from a 
society, shall, if it is certified by the authorized Government Auditor of the sodefy to Le 
in order and correct to the best of his knowledge, and if it complies with the conditions 
prescribed in rule 5, sanction the loan forthwith, provided that the takavi allotment at his 
disposal is sufficient. 

7. Execution of bonds. — ^When the loan has been sanctioned, the whole amount shall 
be paid to a duly authorised representative of the society, who shall also be supplied with 
forms of bonds. The Society will be responsible for the execution of bonds, the distribu- 
tion of the money among the applicants and the return of the bonds duly executed within 
10 days to the Taluka Office. A copy of the resolution of the Managing Committee authoriz- 
ing a member of the Society by name to sign the bond cm behalf of the society as surety 
shall be attached by the society to every bond so signed by its representative. 

8. RfUcovery of loans . — ^The Mamlatdar shall send each year to the society a list show- 
ing the names of members from whom recoveries are to be made under the Act in that year, 
the amounts of the instalments due ^principal and interest separately) and due dates for 
repayment. The Society shall be responsible for collecting these instalments and remitting 
them to the Treasury within one month after the due date. In cases where the Society 
reports that it has been unable to recover the whole or part of an instalment, the Mamlatdar 
shall forthwith recover the amount from the borrower under the provisions of section 5 
of the act. In the event of a deficit remaining thereafter the Manc^tdar shall report tbe 
facts of the case through the Sub-Divisional Officer to the Registrar, who shall take suiAi 
further steps under section 44 of Act II of 1912, to require the Stxdety to make good tb ’ 
deficit, as may seem to him necessary, unless the Sub-Divisional Officer agrees that a coe « 
has been made out for suspending or remitting the demand. 

9. Loans in normal years. — ^Loans shall ordinarily be granted to members of Co- 
operative Societies with unlimited liability in years of scarcity only and in normal yeaci 
shall be granted only with the prior consent of the Assistant Registrar. 

. 10. Ordinary rules applicable. — Save as provided in these rules, rules tmdor section 4 

of the Act, shall mutatis mutandis, apply to loans under these ndes.

8. Ordinary rules applicable. — Save as provided in these rules, roles under section *

4. Registrar empowered to grant loans. — The Local Government empowers the 
Begistrar to grant loans under the Act to Co-operative Societies and their members. The 
Government shall place each year at the credit of the Begistrar with the Prbvincial Co- 
operative Bank, Bombay, an allotment for loans to be made to Co-operative Agricultural 
Societies for land* improvement work. The Begistrar may grant loans up to any amount, 
provided that the aggregate of the grants shall not exceed the credit at his disposal. 

6. Sanction and distribution of loans. — ^Loans will not be sanctioned by the Begis- 
trar except with the concuireuce of and on the recommendation of the Provincial Co- 
operative Bank, Bombay. Loans so sanctioned shall be paid by the Provincial Co-opera- 
tive Bank, Bombay, to the societies concerned, when the societies are directly financed 
by that Bank; and through District Central Co-operative Banks when the societieB are 
affiliated to such Banks. Loans shall be granted by the Begistrar to the Provincial 
Co-operative Bank, Bombay, at such rates of interest as are from time to time fixed by 
Government for loans under the Act and shall be distributed by that Bank and by the 
District Banks and Societies concerned at the rates of interest fixed by the Directors or 
Managing Committees for loans to Co-operative Banks. Societies or Members as the 
case may be and approved from time to time by the Begistrar. A Society may, with the 
permission of the persons having a ri^t to execute the scheme, retain loans in its own 
hands and execute the schemes for which they were sanctioned, if empowered by its 
bye-laws to undertake such schemes, or may distribute the amounts to individual 
members or groups of members having a rif^t to execute the schemes, for executing the 
schemes. 

6. Repayment of loans; suspension of instalments: Separate Accounts . — ^The 
Societies and Co-operative Banks on whose recommendation and throu^ which payment 
is made shall be responsible for doe repayment of such loans to Government on the 
dates of instalments ^ed by the Begistrar when the loans are granted or in accordance 
with orders passed under the rules applicable to such loans ; and shall forward an under- 
taking to that effect with their applications for loans. Such instahnents may be suspended 
and postponed by the Begistrar under the general tagavi rules for due cause shown. Ilie 
Co-operative Banks and societies concerned shall keep a separate ledger showing all 
receipts and expenditure on this account. 

7. Apphcations for loans — ^The procedure in applying for loan** by Co-operative 
Societies or their members shall be as follows. 

* Societies, whether they are applying for loans for joint land improvement to be 
effected at the cost of the society or for individual improvements to be effected at the 
cost of individual members, shall forward a consolidated application to the Begistrar, 
attaching to the application proper systematic schemes relating to each improvement. 
These schemes shall be drawn up, if the Begistrar so requires, in consultation with the 
local officer of the Agricultural Department and be enquired into and certified by him 
as (xmstitating an improvement under the Act. Each scheme shall be countersigned by 
the Collector in token of approval; the Collector may consult the Executive Engineer, 
Public Works Department, if he considers such consultation necessary or desirable. Hie 
schedule to the consolidated application shall be signed by each member applying for a loan 
in token of acceptance of the conditions applicable to loans granted under ffiese rules and 
of agreement to repay the loan on the dates of instalments fixed by the Begistrar or in 
accordance with orders passed under the rules applicable to such loans.

The JUrectors of the Provincial Co-operative Bank shall then consider the applications and 
submit a list of recommendations for the Registrar’s decision, with an application for the 
amount of the loans recommended and the undertaking required by rule 6, When ’■he 
Registrar has communicated his approval, approved loans will be distributed by the P^- 
■vincial Co-operative Bank to societies or to the District Banks concerned and by District 
Banks to societies and by societies to members in the usual manner and on the usual terms 
fixed for loans to such banks, societies and members as the case may be. It shall not be 
necessary to endorse the order granting a loan on an application or to make out such order 
in any prescribed form or to have such order signed by the applicant or other persona 
concerned. 

8. Ptefetence to CoUectwe Schemes . — ^In considering the recommendations made b,v 
the Provincial Co-operative Bank, the Registrar shall give preference to improvements of a 
collective over those of an individual character. 

9. Persons to ichom loans may be tjia/nted . — ^No loans under these rules shall be 
given to societies or members of societies which have not been placed in the A or B class 
at the last preceding audit. 

10. Looms under ordinary yules prohibited . — ^Members of Agricultural Co-operative 
Societies shall not be granted loans under the Act otherwise than under the procedure 
described in these rules, unless such members are ineligible for loans under these rules. 

11. Inspection of w&tks ; Recovery on default . — ^Assistant Registrars and Auditor's in 
the Co-operative Societies Department will be respmrsible for inspecting works for which 
loans have been granted under these rules. In addition, such works may be inspected by 
the Collector or by any officer of the Revenue, Public Works or Agricultural Department to 
wihmn the Collector may from tame to time delegate the duty, cases of misappropria- 
tion of funds or failure to complete an improvement within the period stated in the 
schedule attached to the application form or to comply with any of the conditions of the 
loan shall be reported by the Inspecting officer to Ae Registrar for appropriate action; 
the Re^trar may in such cases order the Provincial or District Co-operative Barrk to take 
immediate steps for the recovery of the whole loan or the amount advanced and not 
repaid. 

12. Suspension of rules m case of famine . — These rules may be suspended in whole 
or in part by the Government in consultation with the l^vincial Co-operative Bank, 
Bombay, in any tract whei'e famine is declared or imminent. 

IS. Concessions in regard to boring pr muter . — ^The same concessions as are or may 
be given by Government for unsuccessful borings for water to persons borrowing directly 
from Government shall be granted when loans have been made under these rules.

8. The income accming from the fund shall be devoted annually to the grant or a 
cholarship in accordance with the following conditions : — 

(a) A scholarship of the monthly value of Rs. 8-8-0 or thereabouts shall be awarded 
to a poor boy found qualified to study in any standard of the Ratnagiri High School, or 
any other Hi^ School, or any Technical School, in the Bombay Presidency, under 
the control or inspection of the Educational Department, provided the parents of the 
scholarship-holder are residents of the Ohiplun Taluka in the Ratnagiri District and ot 
founder’s kin and bear his surname of Sathe and provided the selected pupil be of good 
character. 

(b) The scholarship shall be held until the School Leaving Examination ot the 
University of Bombay or the Final Examination of the Technical School, provided the 
holder be annually well reported on by the Government Educational Inspector. 

(e) In the event of the scholarship becoming or remaining vacant for any treason, 
the amount so saved until the date of the next examination shall be added to the capital 
fund.

INDIAN CIVIL SERVICE. 

NOTICE. 

A competitive examination for admission to the Indian Civil Sertnee will be held nndei 
the subjoined rules in the Senate House at Allahabad commencing on 8th January 1928. 
Candidates accepted for the examination, that is, candidates who Imve received certificates 
di admission under Buie 18, ^onld present themselves not later than 9-30 a.m. ; this last 
intimation is given in case a communication which the Civil Service Commissioners will 
send showing the Time Table of the written examination and the time of the candidates’ 
woa voce test should fail to reach the candidate. 

The number of persons to be selected at this examination will be announced hereafter. 
No person will be considered from whom the Chief Secretary of the appropriate Pro 
vinee* has not received, on or before the 15th August 1922, an application on the prescribed 
form, a copy of which is sent herewith. No allegation that an Application Form or a letter 
respecting such Form has been lost or delayed in the post will be considered unless the 
person making such allegation produces Post Office Certificate of Posting. Candidates who 
delay their applications until a late date will do so at their own risk. 

EEGULATIONS FOE COMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS TO BE 
HELD IN INDIA. 

The following Regulations, made hj the Secretary of State for India in Council, 
are liable to alteration from year to year.

(18) No candidate shall be admitted to the examination unless he holds a certificati' 
ol having been accepted for admission, given by the Quota Committee in an area in which 
< (Juota Committee has set up and given by the Local Government in any other area. 

(14) Any attempt on the part of a candidate to enlist support for his application 
through persons of infiuence will disqualify him for appointment. Spontaneous recom- 
mendations from persons who are not themselves acquainted with the candidate’s work a> 
school or at the University, or otherwise, will be disregarded. 


(15) A candidate will pay a fee of Es. 6 with his application form, and a candidate 
chosen for admission to the examination will pay a further fee of Es. 100.

No. F.-267. dated Simla, the 5th July 1922. 

The folio ' ig announcement of the Secretary of State dated the 5th July 1922, is 
published for general information : — 

The Seijretary of State for India in Council has decided in constdtation with the Govern- 
ment of India to make the following modification'^ in the orders announced in the Besolu- 
tion of the Government of India of November the 8th last, lolating to the conditions and 
terms upon vhich officers of the All-India Services may retire prematurely if they desire 
to do so in > 'e"- of the changi in tho conditions of their employment brought about by the 
introduction of constitutional reforms. * 

1. The orders in question at present give memkcib of the Services to which they 
relate who arrived in India for tiie fii-st time on a date antecedei.'- to January the 1st, 1920. 
an option of letliing which expires on March the 31st. 1924. The Secretary of State in 
Council has decided that the option, instead of expiring on March the 81st, 1924, shall 
continue in force and may be exercised until the action proposed to be taken on the Beport 
of the Parliamentary Commission provided for by the Government of India Act is known, 
when the whole position will necessaialy be reviewed. 

2. It follows from this decision that the restriction that leave taken in anticipation of 
retirement must be completed before March the 81st, 1924, is also removed. Officers pro- 
posing to retire prematurely, provided thev have grxbmitted a definite application for per- 
mission to retire accompanied by the presen’ ed form of declaration, will ordinarily be 
allowed before their retirement takes effect to avail themselves of the fuU amount of leave 
which is due to thorn, and which may be granted to them al one time rmder the regulations 
for the time being in force and applicable to tljern otherwise than on medical certificate. 
A mere intimation of a possible intention to retire will not entitle an officer to have his 
application for leave dealt with under these rules. 

An officer who has submitted an application to retire supported by o declaration and has 
obtained leave on the basis of it will not be permitted to cancel his application and to return 
to duty without the consent of hie local Government. 

An officer on leave wiU be at libei'ty to submit an application to retire with the prescribed 
declaration and will then, unless his local Government considers his xeluim necessary, be 
placed in the same position as an officer who has submitted his application in India. 

8. The following foim of declaration is substituted for that required by the present 
rules :■ — 

‘ In view of the changes in the conditions of my service occasioned by the Government 
of India Act, 1919, I desire to retire on the terms set forth in the orders relating 
to premature retirement.’ 

4 The Secretary of State in Council is prepared to permit officers retiring premature- 
ly to take up other employment during the currency of their leave preparatory to such 
retirement, subject to the following conditions : 

(a) that if the proposed employment lies in India the specific consent of the Governor 
General in Council shall be obtained, and that if the proposed employment lies 
elsewhere in India, tiie specific consent of the Secretary of State in Council 
shall be obtained ; and 
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(b) that a reqiiebt for such permission must be accompanied b.r a definite request for 
permission to retire at the expiry of the leave. 

The Governor General in Council or the Secretaij of State in Council, as the case may 
be, will ordinarily grant permission lo lake up emidoyment in these circmnslances unless 
they consider' tho employment under consideration is such as could not with propriety bo 
held by a person who is'&tih in the sernce ot the Crown in India, oi alternately they may 
grant the desned irermission in any such ca&o subject lo the stipulation that the acceptance 
of the employment in question will 2 »rechide the otficpr from withdrawing his request to 
retire and from returning to duty in India. 

Even in cases where the stipulation above mentioned has not been made an officer who 
has been granted permission lo take up such employment will not be jrermitted to withdraw 
his request for peimisbioii to retire and to return lo duty in India without the specific 
consent of the Secretary of State in Council who will before giving such consent consult rhe 
Govemmont of Indio and the local Government under w’hieh the officer was employed. 

5. The Seerefcarj’ of Slate in Council desires it to be understood that eligibility to 
retire on proportionate pension is not an ahsohue right which ueevues on signature and 
P-’esentation of the iwescribed declaration. The Secretary of State reseiwes to himself 
the right to ..iTauge for a ooui'iined pension under the oidinary xulcs ou their final retire- 
ment in the case of officers who ha\e obtained employment with his permission in other 
departments imder the Crown or to withhold peimission to retire or to permit retirement 
on reduced pension only, if circumstances exist which justify ibis (‘ouise {ckic article 470, 
Civil Sen ice Eegtilations). Thus it would net l-e open to an offi'.‘er against whom disci- 
plinary proceediiigs were pending or in contemplstion which might result in the reduction 
or the withholding of his pension to avoid such proceedings by an application for permis- 
sion to retire on proportionate pension. 

6. While the Secretary of State in Cotineil reserves to himself the right to postpone 
the acceptance of the recigiialious of offleera imtil suitalde arrangements can be made 
for their replacement an officer who has been granted peimission to retire under these 
ordei-s will only be detained in India beyord tbe date on which he desires leave if his 
detention cannot be avoided without prejudice to the public interest. Ordinarily, the 
local Government imder which the officer is ertf loved will intimate when forwarding his 
application whether it considers that the Secretary ol State in Council should exercise the 
right reserved “to himself oi postponing the acceptance of his resignation and if so for 
what period; but the local Goveimnent must be given discretion lo determine with due 
regard to tlie pubbe interest the dale when leave granted under paragraph 2 will begin, 
even though the officer’s resignation has been accepted by the Secretary of State. 

7. The Secretary of State in Council intends as soon as possible to re-issue in the 
form of rules under section 9(i-B (2) and (3) of the Government of India Act, the orders 
issued on November the 8th last by the Government ot Lidia as already amended and as 
amended by the present announcemc it, and he talco'? this opportunity of announcing that 
the orders applicable lo officers serving in other Piovinces will rpplv to officers seiving in 
Burma with effect from the dale on which the notification of the Governor General in 
Cotmeil dated October the 7th last, constitutiug Biuraa a Governor’s Province, is brou^t 
into operation.

The 'foUowiug announcernent by the Secretaiy of State dated the 6th July 1922 is 
published for general infotmation ; — 

Li continuation of the orders issued on November the 8th, 1921, regarding the 
premature retirement of officers of the Indian Services on proportionate pensions the 
Secretary of State in Council has decided that an officer awarded a proportionate pension 
may be permitted to commute a portion of his pension not exceeding the third of the 
whole, unless in the opinion of the sanctioning authority (the local Government under 
which the officer was last employed for an officer who draws his pension directly or 
indirectly from Indian Treasuries and the High Commissioner in all other eases) tiiere 
are exceptional reasons for refusing sanction to the application in whole or in part. If 
the sanctioning authority considers that such reasons exist the case will be referred for the 
decision of the Secretary of State in Council. 

2. An officer in Europe desirous of commuting must make application, in writing to 
the High Commissioner stating his desire so to commute and furnishing information as 
to his age and the roasoM on which he bases his request. Permission to commute in 
sterling wiU not ordinarily .be granted by the High Commissioner to an officer residing 
only temporarily out of India. Commutation in his ease will ordinarily be dealt with bv 
the authorities in India. 

. 3. If the High Commissioner approves the commutation, the officer will be so in 

formed, and his application will be referred to the Medical Board at tbp Tn^,« 
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4. Board \^ill reqmre the dlficer to give biich iiitormation as to his healtli and 
habits as is usual- hi the case ol persons ^iroposing to a'lsnre their lives in assurance com- 
panies, and he will be required to submit himself for personal examination bv the Board 
at the India Office. 

6. An officer residing in a Dominion or Colony (other than those whose accounts are 
adjusted directly with Indian Treasuries) and desirous of commuting will be required to 
fellow a jiroeedure s^ilar to that in the case of an officer residing in Europe except that 
he will apply to the High Commissioner through the official from whom he draws his 
pension. If the application is approved the officer will bo informed accordingly, and a 
special civil medical board will be assembled under the orders of the Local Colonial 
Government. 

The Medical Board will report in the following form; — 

‘ We have carefully examined and are of opinion that he is (or is not) in good 

bodily health, and has (or has not) the prospect of an average dm-ation of life. 
We therefore (or do not) recommend compliance with his application to be 
allowed to capitalise a portion of his pension.' 

In the ease of impaired lives in whibh compliance with the officer's application is 
reconunended, hnl with an addition of years of age, the following should be added : — ‘ but 
as he is suffering his age for purjjoses of commutation should be taken to 

be years.’ 

6. The basis of commutation, subject to an addition of years of age in the ease of 
impaired lives, shall be the following table, the age of the officer being reckoned at the ago 
he will attain on the birthday next succeeding the dato upon which the capitalised sum 
will become payable : —

7. When tho commutation has been sanctioned by the Hi^ Commissioner, the 
applicant will be informed accordingly, and will have the option of withdrawing his applica- 
tion within one ^eek after receiving notice. 

8. If the applicant does not withdraw his apph'eation within that period, the decision 
will be considered final, and the commutation of pension will become absolute, and pay- 
ment will be made forthwith, the payment of the commuted pension thereupon ceasing. 

9 The capitalised sum will be payable in India if the commutation is effected there; 
in ali other cases it will be payable in England. When commutation of a‘ sterling pension 
is effected in India by Officers residing temporarily in that country the commutation will 
u. ^ iiooia of the current rate of exchange, the rate adopted being the rate of exchange 
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10. The commutation of the proportionate pension of an officer who dravs hia 
pension directly or indirectly from Indian Treafiaries will be governed by rules which tlie 
Government of India aro issuing separately. 

No. P.-605-n, dated Simk, the 6lh July 1922. 

With reference to rule 10 of the rules contained in the announcement of the Secretary 
of State which vas published in the Notification of the Government of India in this 
Department No. r.-606-I., dated the 6th July 1922, the rules go\ earning the commuta- 
tion of the proportionate pensions of pensioners who draw their pensions directly or in- 
directly from Iiidian Treasuries are herewith published for general information. The 
table for the commutation of pension differs from the table in the Secretary of State’s 
armouneoment because of the necessity of calculating it upon the basis of a life table 
applicable to Indian instead of to English conditions. 

1. These rules apply only to pensioners drawing pensions directly or indirectly from 
Indian Treasuries. Other pensioners should apply to the India Office, when their applica- 
tions will be considered on their merits. 

The ezpreBEion ‘ drawing thdx pendona inditeotly from Indian Tteaannes, ’ refera to ease of pensioners 
redding in Ceylon, the Straits Settlements or the East African froleolorate and drawing their pensions from the 
local Treaaniiea, the amuonts being subseguently adjustet m the books of the Aooountant General, Central 
Bevennes. 

2. Subject to the conditions stated in these rules, the local Governments are com- 
petent to sanction the commutation for a lump payment ot a portion not exceeding one- 
third of the pension which has been or is about to be granted! to any person. 

3. An Application for commutation submitted through an authority having power under 
the Memorial Buies to withhold a memorial may be wiihheld by such authoritj',^ if satisfied 
that it is not a case in which commutation should be allowed. The applicant's right of 
appeal will be regulated by the Memorial Buies. 

4. In cases in which an applicant bases bis request on circumstances which can only 
be verified by an authority other than the authority competent under rule 2 to sanction 
the commutation, the reqi.eai .diould not be granted imtil the verification has been 
knade. 

6. The incidence of the commutation payment will in all cases follow that of the 
pension, and the commuted amount must be made payable at the treasury at which the 
pension is being or is to be drawn. If a pensioner who h''s obtained coi'.mutation of a 
portion of his pension transfers himself thereafter to another province, a note must be 
made on the Pension Payment Order as to the amount of pension which Las been com- 
muted. 

6. Application for commutation shall be made in Form A appended tr ilicse rules. 

7. The sanctioning authority shall satisfy itself : — 

(1) That the commutation will be to the distinct and permanent ac. catage of the 

pensioner or his family. 

(2) That the residue of pension which will be left after commutatio. . sufficient to 
maintain the pensionei in accordance with his station in life in retirement, due 
regard being had to the manner of application of the amount realised on com- 
mutation. 

The sanctioning authority may also, at its discretion, require guarantees and impose 
such terms and safeguards as it may deem' fit to ensnre'the prudent application of the 
amount payable in commutation if sanctioned. 

8. (a) If on consideration of the facts stated in the application, the 
authority decides to allow commutation, the applicant should be required to produce a 
certificate as to his expectation of life, from a medical officer who would be of not lower 
standing than a Civil Surgeon, District Medical Officer or Presidency Surgeon The sanc- 
tioning authority may further, at its discretion, require a second medical opinion or direct 
the applicant to appear before a Medical Board. 

(b) The certifying Surgeon* or Board shall subject the appHcant to a strict medical 
examination, requiring him to give such information as to his health and habits as is usual 
in the caw of ^rsons proposing to assure their Uves in assurance comnanies and will 
report in the following form ; — '

4 therefore. reeommond compliance with his appheation to be allowed to 

capitalise a portion of his pension. 

In the case of impairedf lives in which comnlianpo nn'ft,

(c) The alpplicant should himself pay the modical officer’s fee for examination except 
when a Isecond medical opinion is required or the jg directed to appear before a 

Medical Board, in which case the examination will be lua^le free of charge by medical 
officers at the request of the authority indicated in rule 2. 

9. The lump sum payable on eommutalmi will be the amount certified by the Audit 
Officer to bo aldmissible according to the table of l>resont values appended to these rules. 
Thjfc- amount may be intimated, at the di^^crction of i^bo sanctioning authority, to the 
applicant for definite acceptance or I’ejectionj within a specified period before finjl sanction 
to commutation issnies. 

10. Commutation, when sanctioned, shall tako effect from a date, to be named in 
the order, which should oidinarily be about one month later than the date of the order; 
and all cajculaitions shall be made with reference to tliat date. Payment of the commuted 
portion of the pension will cease from the date specified and the sum pavable on commuta- 
tion will be paid on that date or as soon ajfterwards as possible. 

In special oases the sanotioning authority may ^auction the commutation with effect from an oarlier 
date than that mentioned in this rule not preceding the date of the sanction, all calculations being made with 
reference to such earlier date. 

11 . A commutation once applied for, banctionecl, and given effect to. cannot bo 

rescinded, i e-, the portion of a pension commuted cannot be restored on refund of its 
capitailised value. 

12. If a pensioner \»bose pension has been commuted dies on or after tbe date from 
which /the commutation is to take effect under rule 10 but before he receives the commuta- 
tion value this value is payable to his heirs. 

16. In the cabe of a pensioner who is ^^^^^i^ploy^d in Government service or in the 
service of a Local Fund anil who commutes a portion of his pension before or after such 
re-employment, the amount which the pensioner is entitled to draw under the rules in 
Chapter XXI of the Civil Service Reflations shall be the amount to which he would have 
been entitled under those rules had there been no commutation, lo'^s the amount commated.

No. .—In exercise of the powers conferred by secti^ 41 of the Lrdian Forest 
Act, 1878 (Vn of 1878), and in supersession of the rules published in Government Noti- 
fication in the Revenue Department, No. 4188 dated the 9th August 1880, as subsequently 
amended, the Government of Bombay is pleased to make the following nrles for regulating 
the transit of forest-produce in the Bomb.ny Presidency excluding Sind and the City of 
Bombay. 

Pbeuminabs, 

1. Short title and extent. — ^These rnrles shall be called “ The Bombay Presid^cy 
Forest Produce Transit Rules, 1922 ” and shall apply to the Bombay Presidency, exclud- 
ing Sind and the City of Bombay, 

2. Definitions.— words and expressions used in these rules and defined m she 
Indian Forest Act, 1878, hereinafter in these rules called the Act, shall be deemed to 
have the meanings attributed to them by the Act. 


• Fprest passes. 

3 Reauhtion of transit of foresUproduee hj means of puases.— No forest-produce 
shall be moved into, ot from, or within any district of the President of Bombay, «cept 
as hereinafter provided, without a pass from some officer or person duly au&onsed by or 
undeVthese ndes to issue such pass, or otherwise than m accmd^ce wi& the conditions 
of sSh pass or by any route or to any destination other than the route or destmation 

specified in such pass : . . . . , j- 

Provided that no pass shall be roqufred for the removal (a) except to a bandar, landing 

place or railway station— x- v 

/i) of anv forest-produco which is being removed for private consumption by any 
^ nersi in exmeise of a privilege conceded by Government, pr of a n^t recogmsed 
Snder the Act, within the Umits of a village as defined in the Bombay Land 
Revenue Code, 1879, in which it is produced. 

(«0 of twigs, leaves, brushwood and grass intended solely for conversion mto ash- 
manuze.

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(iii) of such siuaU bianclies iis are given gratis from departmental cuttings solely for 
private consumption, 

(b) of firewood not exceeding S inches in diameter at the thickest part, grass or leaves, 
the joint property of two or more persons, which is conveyed in ciuantilies not exceeding 
one head-load once in 24 hours unless it be brought to a bundar, landing place or railway 
station or to any town or market lo which Government may from time to time declare by 
notification in the Bomhuy Government Gazette that this exemption shall not extend, or 

(c) of such forest-produce as may be exempted by Government from the operation of 
these rules by notification in the Bombay Government Gazette. 

4. Officers and ‘persons to issue passes. — (1) The following officers and persons shall 
have power to issue passes under these rules, (namely) : 

Officers. 

(o) for forest-produce from land which is not included in a reserved or protected 
forest and is more than 10 miles distant from a reserved or protected forest, the 
revenue patel of the village, and 

(b) for forest-produce other than that deaciibed in clause (n). the Conseiwator of 
Forests, the Divisional Forest Offi.eer or some officer authorised by either of 
them in this behalf ; 

Other persons. 

(c) for forest-produce owned by any person, such person or his agent, if so authorised 

in writing by the ConseiTator of Forests, or any Divisional Forest Officer 
empowered by him' in this behalf, 

(2) Any authorization may at any time be cancelled by the officer granting it. 

6. Passes ichat to contain. — (I) Every forest pass issued under rule 4 shall specify ; 

(a) the name of the person to whom such pass is granted, 

(b) the quantity and description of forest produce covered by it, 

(c) in the ease of forest- 2 )rodirce referaed to in clause {a) of sub-rule (J) of itile 4, 

the name of the village and siuwey number in which it was produced, 

(d) the places from and to which such forest-produce is to be conveyed, 

(e) the route bv which such forest-produce is to be conveyed, 

(/) the period of time for which the pass is to be in force, which shall be calculated as 
follows : — The day of issue plus a day for transit to any point upto 15 miles from 
the village of origin plus an additional day for every additional 13 miles or 
fmetion thereof. 

(2) The colour and form of each pass and the sum to be paid in respect of each book 
of forest passes will be such as may be prescribed by the Chief Conservator of Forests, 
with the previous sanction of Gover-ninent. 

6. Separate pass for each load — ^No forest pass shall ordinarily cover more than one 
load, whether such load be carried by a person, an animal or in a veliicle. But the 
Divisional Forest Officer subject to the control of the Couser-vator of Forests, may, when- 
ever he deems fit, order that one pass may corer any number of head-loads or .animal 
loads not exceeding 60 and any number of cart loads' not exceeding 10 for journeys not 
exceeding 15 miles from and to the same places and undertaken at one and the aaTnn time. 

7. Pass not to be tampered u ith. — ^Ko alteration shall be made in anything printed 
or written on any forest pass, except in the matter of route and period and this may only 
be done by an authorised officer for sufficient reason to be mentioned in the pass. 

Passes issued by private persons. 

8. Books of blank passes to be supplied to persons authorised to issue them. (I) 

When the . Conservator of Forests or any duly empowered Divisional Forest Officer 
authorises any person or the agent of any person under clause (c) of sub-rule (I) of mle 4 
to issue forest passes, he shall furnish sudi person from time to time with authenticated 
books of blank passes. 

(2) The said person to whom such book is supplied shall pay the sum, if any fixed 
under ^e 6 (2). ’ 

(8) No person who has been authorised to issue passes shall issue passes otherwise 
iJnan in accordance with the conditions of his authorization. 

(4) No such person shall charge any fee for any pass issued. 
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( 6 ) Coimtei foils of used 2 >usses to he retvfned. — The coiinterfoilB of all oaed passoa 
shall be rotunied lo the Offir-er from v horn the bool: of pe"bes A.'Ub received aud no fresh 
pass-book shall be sapplied until the conutoiioils of all pOb'^ies previcnsly osed have been io 
ivturaed. 

(fi) ( ountcyfoih to he produced for inspeclion on dcninnd . — Any person or the agent of 
any person \sho has been aulhoii&cd (o issue forest jiabbct- ni>der clause (e) of sub-rule (j) 
of rale 4 shall be boiuid if called upon by any forest officer to produce for inspection or to 
give up the counterfoils of all passes which h*iA’e been issued by such iiereon or agent. 

(7) Procedure on eoncellation of ntifhoiUif to issue passes . — ^In the event of any 
anthoiity given imcler clause (c) of sub-ntle (J) of tide 1 being at any time cancelled undev 
tub-rule (* 2 ) of the said rule, the person whose uiithorih’ it so {-uncellcd shall forthwith 
return to the officer who gave tlie authority every un used book of forost passes and tlie 
un-usod portion of any puch book in his possession, tcgetlior with the counterfoils of used 
passes, if any, which he has not already retuimed, and tlio said person shall be entitled 
when he has returned all such un-used books or portions jheieof and the counterfoils ',f 
used passes as aforesaid, lo receive a refund of tho amount paid by him in respect of every 
such un-usecl book or portion of a book, 

(8) Forest ptisiies issued hi] pn'rute persons ichen iurulid . — ^No forest pass issued by any 
person or by the agent of any person rtuthorioed under clause (ci of sob-rule {!) of mle 4 
to issue forest passes shall ha^e any validity ; 

((/) if such pabs is not prepared on a blank form supplied for this purpose under sub- 
rule (Jj of rale 8 : or 

(b) if the same is ibbued after receipt by such person of an order cancelling the 
authority to issue such passes. 


Forest-produce imported othencise than hy sea. 

9. Foreign pass . — ^No forest-produce shall be imported otherwise than by sea, unless 
it is covered by a foreign pass registered under rule 10 . 

10. Form, etc., of foreign passes must he registered >n Couscroator’s office , — 
Every foreign pass must be in a torm which, and must be signed by an official whose desi^a- 
tion, have been registoi’ed in the office of the Conservator of Forests ot the Circle into 
which it is sought to import forest produce thoreunder, 

11. Imported foresi-producc may be conceyed to first dep6t without a pass under 
rule 4 . — ^Any forest- produce which is' imported otherwise than by sea may be conveyed 
within the frontier of British Iridia as tar as the first depot established under rule I 4 , 
rvithout a pass issued rmder rale 4, it it ib covered hy a for’eign pass registered under rule 
10 and is stacked or deposited in any place between the Ir-outior aud such depot and the 
foreign pass covering the material shall at once be delivered a 1 that clep 6 t. 

12 . Conserpator may direct us\o of a transit uvirh for imported timber.— If the Con- 
servator of Forests aball so direct, no limber exceeding the dimensions mentioned in rale 
18 which has been imported as atorosaid shall be moved beyond such first depot, mthoirt 
fir-st having stamped upon it a Government Iruribit mark ot such desiription as the Conser- 
vator shall prestribe. 

18. Flaving of recognized pi iviletjcs . — ^Nothing in rules 3 to 12 inclusive shall^ pe 
deemed to requii-c or to have required the possession of a pass in cubes where exemptions 
from such possession for enjoyment of corfain privUeges rcLOgnised by Government have 
been granted before the passing of these rales. 


Forest Depots, 


14. Depdts and their purposes.— The Conservator of Forests may establish at such 
places as he shall tlnuk fit, depfits to which forest produce shall be taken; 

(a) for previous to the grant of a pass in respect thereof under these 


rales ; or 

(b) for determining the amoimt of money, if any, payable on aceoimt thereof lo 
Government; and for Iho payment of any money so found to be due; or* 

(c> in order that any mark required by law or by these rales to be affixed thereto, 
may be so affixed. 

16 Situation of depdts to he published.— T!he Cousei-vator of Forests shaU make 
known 'from time to time by notification in the Domlay Gopcrnrnent Gazette and locally 
in such as he deems fit, the name and situation of each depot m his Circle, 

16 Devdt to he in charge of an officer.— liach depfit shaU be in charge of an officer 
onnointed bv or under the orders of the Conservator of Forests, without whose permission 
no forest-produce shall he brought into, stored at, or removed from the dep 6 t. 
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17. Vessels conveying forest yvodvce by river to coll at depdts on banks. — The 
person in charge of any vessel which carries forest-produce on a river, on the banks of 
which one or more depdts established under these lulos are situated, shall call and stop his 
vessel at every such depdt which he has to pass, in order that the forest-produce may be 
examined, if necessary, under the provisions of rule 21 and the person in charge of such 
vessel shall not proceed with such vessel past any such dep6t without the permission of the 
forest officer in charge of such depdt. 

Property and Transit Marks. 

18. Property and transit marks to he affixed to timber exceeding a certain size . — 
Except when it is the property of Government, timber exceeding 12 inches in girth at the 
thickest part and six feet in length and sandalwood of any dimensions shall not be removed 
from any district of the presidency of Bombay, unless it bears a distinguishable private 
property mark of the owner of such timber of a description which has been registered in 
the office of the Conservator of Forest of the Cii’cle or of the Divisional Forest Officer, 
nor (if the Conservator so directs! unless it bears a Government transit-mark of such 
description as shall from time to time be prescribed in this behalf by the said Conservator. 

19. Registration of forms of passes or marks. — The Conseiwator of Forests or the 
Divisional Forest Officer shall upon receipt of an application for registration of any form 
or mark for the purpose of rule 10 or rule 18 enquire into the authenticity of the same, 
and if he sees no objection, shall on payment by the applicant of such fee as shall from 
time to time be prescribed by Government in this behalf, register such form, or mark in 
his office. Every such registration shall hold good for a period of one year only. 

20. Government marks not to be imitated or effaced. — ^No person other than a forest 
officer whose duty it is to use such mark shall use any properly mark for timber identical 
with, or nearly resembling, any Government transit mark, or any mark with which timber 
belonging to Government is marked ; and no person shall, while any timber is in transit 
under a pass issued by any person or by the agent of any person authorised in this behalf 
under clause (c) of sub-rule (1) of rule 4, alter or efface any mark on the same. 

Stoppage in transit. 

21. Forest-produce in transit may be stopped and examined by ce>iain officers. — (7) 
Forest-produce in transit may be stopped and examined at any place by any forest, police 
or revenue officer, if such officer shall have reasonable grounds for siispecting that any 
money which is due to Government in respect thereof has not been paid, or that any forest 
offence has been or is being committed in respect thereof : 

Provided always that no such officer shall vexatiously or unnecessarily delay the 
transit of any forest-produce which is lawfully in transit, nor vexatiously or unnecessarily 
unload any such forest-produce, or cause the same to be unloaded, for the pui’pose of 
examination. 

(2) The person in charge of such forest-produce shall furnish to any such officer all 
the information which he is able to give regarding the same, and if he is removing the 
same under a pass shall produce such pass, on demand, for the inspection of such officer, and 
shall not in any way prevent or resist the stoppage or examination of the said forest- 
produce by such officer. 

Obstruction of channels. 

22. Prohibition of the obstruction of channels or banks of rivers. — ^No person shall 
close up or obstruct the channel or any portion of the bank of any river lawfully used for 
the transit of forest-produce, or throw grass, brashwood, branches or leaves inte any pn<».h 
river, or do any other act which may cause such river to be closed or obstructed. 

28. Measures to be 'taken for removal of obstructions. — (I) Any forest officer not lower 
in rank than an extra Assistant Conservator of "Forests, may take such measures as he shall 
af any time deem to be emergently necessary for the prevention or removal of any obstruc- 
tion of the chaimel, or of any part of a bank of a river lawfully used for the transit of 
forest-produce ; but any such case which is not emergent shall be reported to the Collector, 
who may by written notice require the person whose act or negligence has caused or is 
likely to cause the obstruction, to remove or take steps for preventing the gamA within a 
period to be named in such notice, and, if such person fails to comply with such notice, 
may himself cause such measures to be taken as he shall deem necessary. 

(2) The cost Reasonably incurred by a forest officer or by the Collector under this rule 
shall be payable to Government by the person whose act or negligence has uaaAa QifgtA,} 
the same. 

Conversion of timber within one mile of forests. 

24. Prohibiting conversion of timber within a mile of forests.— Witim the limits of 
any resemd or protected forest in charge of the forest department and witbiTi one mile cf 
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such limito, no penon shall establi^ a saw-pit, erect any machinery or other {dant for 
the catting, converting or fashioning of timber, or manofsctore charcoal without the 
previous sanction in writing oi a forest officer not lower in rank than a range forest 
officer. 

ExplaTuiition.--‘Thi8 rale does not apply to the ordinary opei^ations of domeBtic 
carpentry, or to other similar work on a small scale. 

Penalties. 

26. PenaUff for infringement of the rules . — Any person who infringes any oi the 
foregcnng rales ^11 be ponishable with imprisonment fcnr a term which may extend to six 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred mpees, or with both. 

26. Local areas to which these rules are not applicable to he published . — ^Nothing 
in these roles shall be deemed to s^ply to any local areas which may hereafter be notified 
by Government in the Bombay Government Oaeette.

(6) In addition to a Mela or Baud only one cart for (Chowghada) music will be allowed 
to accompany a Ganpati. 

(6) Carriages containing a Ganpati will not be allowed to join in the procession except 

with special permission, and no carriage containing a Ganpati will be allowed to 
proceed beyond the function of Sandhurst Road and Girgaum Back Road on the 
way to Chaupati. 

(7) Persons wishing to obtain a special permission from the Commisbionor of Police 
to carry Ganpatis in carriages must specify in their .applications the size of the 
Ganpati they intend to convey, which will have to be verified by the officers in 
charge of the sections they reside in, as it is intended to grant permission only 
for such Ganpatis as are too large to be carried in a Palkhi, 

(8) All applications for passes must be made by the applicant in person to the Head 
Police Office 14 clear days before the passes are required in order that sufficient 
time may be allowed to make enquuies regarding such applications; otherwise the 
issue of passes may be delayed or refused. 

(9) The above rules will apply to the Ganpati processions on the two principal days of 
the Pestlval, viz., Gowri and Anonl Chatiuda&hi, Thui'sday the 81st August and 
Tuesday the 5th September 1922, respectively.

No. 2848. — ^The following rules and orders which the Governor in Council proposes 
to make under the Indian Factories Act XII of 1911 as amended by Act II of 1922, in super- 
session of all rules framed under Act XII of 1911 (appended hereto for ready reference) 
are published under s&ction 89 of Act XII of 1911 as amended by section 24 of Act n of 
1922 for the information of all persons interested; and notice is hereby given that the draft 
will be taken into consideration on or after the Ist November 1922, and that any objections 
or suggestions which may be received by the Secretary to Government in the General 
Department before that date will be considered by the Governor in Council : — 

PROPOSED DRAFT RULES. 

BUIiBS. 

DSFINmONSI. 

1. These rules and orders may be cited as the Pactories f Amended) Rules, Bombay, 
1922. 

2. In these rules and orders : — 

(0) “ The Act ” means the Indian Factories Act of 1911 as amended by the Indian 
Factories (Amendment) Act, 1922. 

(b) Words and expressions defined in the Act shall be deemed to have the same 
meaning as in the Act. 

(c) “ Inspector " means the Inspector appointed under section 4, sab-eecti(Bi (1) of 
the Act, except in so far as the Local Government by notification in the local 
official Gfazette may direct otherwise. 

(d) ” Transmission machinery ” includes every shaft, wheel, drum or pulley (includ- 
ing any system of fast and loose pulleys), coupling, clutch, slrap, band, belt, 
chain, rope or other device incidental to the transmission of motion between any 
prime-mover and any machine or appliance, or by means of which the machine 
or appliance receives its motion. 

(e) “ District Magistrate ” includes the Director of Industries, Bombay, who shall be 
considered for the purpose of these rules and orders to be District Magistrate for 
the Island of Bombay.

Section 87 (2) (a). 

8. The Inspector shall be primarily responsible for the administration of the Act 
within such area as is assigned to him by the Director of Industries. He shall inspect 
every factory other than a seasonal factory within the area at least twice yearly and every 
seasonal factory within the area at least once during each season of work. He shall also 
make such further inspections as may appear to be necessary to him or to the autnority 
to whom he is Subordinate in order that he may satisfy himself that the provisions of the 
Act and of these rules are duly observed. 

4. The manager of each factory shall maintain a bound inspection book and shall 
produce it when so required by the Inspector or Certifying Surgeon. A list (in Form J) 
of the exemptions granted to the factory shall be pasted in it. 

6. (a) In addition to and without prejudice to any other powers or duties whidh the 
Inspector may exercise under the Act or rules he shall at each inspection of a factory satisfy 
himself : — 

(1) that the provisos made in the Act and rules to secure the health and safety of 
the operatives are observed; 

(2) that the children employed in the factory have been duly certified and that none 
are employed who are obviously unfit; 

(8) that the register of all the persons employed in such factory of their hours of work 
and c& the nature of their emplcyment is kept in tiie prescribed Form D ; 

(4) that the periodical stoppages of work and the holidays provided by the Act are 
granted and that the limits hours of work laid down therein are not exceeded; 

(5) the provisions of section 81 and of the rules relating to the payment of over- 
time are duly observed in factories exempted from the provisions of section 27 ; 

(6) that the abstracts and notice (Form 0) required by section 86 of the Act are duly 

and that the registers required by these rules are properly maintained.

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(b) He shall farther enquire into the cause of all accidents which have taken plae<> 
since the last infection. 

(c) Finally he shall note how far the defects pointed out at previous inspection ha\o 
been removed and how far orders previously issued have been complied with. A note 
of all defects and illegalities discovered together with orders for their remedy or remcwal 
passed by him under the Act or these rules shall then be prepared in triplicate. One copy 
shall be entered in the inspection book. In ccmfirmation of such orders tiie Inspector bhall 
subsequently send to the occupier or manager a note of all defects and illegalities di8co\ored 
in Form 0 and a copy of the said list shall be sent, at the same time, to the Ihstrict 
Magistrate concerned, and to the authority to whom the Inspetcor is subwdinato. 

6. When in any area an inspection is made by tho District Magistrate or an Addi- 
tional Inspector, he shall follow as far as it is applicable the procedure noted above and 
shall send a copy of his orders and remarks to the Inspector appointed under section 4, 
sub-section (1) of the Act. 

7. The Inspector shall keep a file of the records of his inspections in Form X and 
of any other inspection made by other officers and shall submit to the authority to^ whom 
he is subordinate for the purposes of this Act, on the tenth day of each month, a diary in 
Form M accompanied by Form N, showing the work done in the preceding montR. A copy 
of the said diary shall be retained by the Inspector. 

6. In the case of factories situated in places eoming under the Municipal Act, if it 
appears that there has been a disregard of the piovisions of any Municipal or other local 
Act relating to sanitary arrangements, removal of objectionable rubbish, tho ch'auing an<l 
fencing of water tanks, or the like matters, the Inspector shall, without prejudice to any 
action which he is empowered to take under the Act and rules, draw tho attention of the 
Health Officer or Sanitary Inspector of the Municipality to the breach of tlie sanitary 
rogulations tn question.

9. (a) The duties of a Certtfying Surgeon and of a person authorised under section 8 
of the Act to exercise his functions shall comprise the examination ot children desirous 
of being employed and the re-examination of children in re&i)eet of whom a notice* uruler 
section 8-A has been served upon the manager, and who desire to be re-emplojed. Certi- 
ficates of age and fitness shall be given to such children as are found qualified to receive 
them. No fee shall be charged for such examination or for the grant of a certificato In 
pursuance thereof. 

(b) The Certifying Surgeon or person authorised as aforesaid shall fix suitible places 
and times for the attendance of persons wishing to obtain certificates of age and physical 
fitness. Notiw of the place and the times thus fixed shall be given to the managers ot 
factories within the local limits for which he is appointed. 

10. (1) Every Certifying Surgeon shall keep a bound book containing eertifitatcB in 
Form E in foil and counterfoil. The forms shall be numbered consecutively and bhall be 
printed on cloth-backed paper. 

(2) Every certificate granted under section 7 of the Act to a person desirous of being 
emploj'ed in a factory shall be prepared by filling up the foil and counterfoil, on which 
shall also be impressed the left tiumb mark of the person in whose name the certificate is 
granted. 

(8) The Certifying Surgeon shall, when satisfied as to the correctness of -the- entries 
made therein, sign the foil and initial the counterfoil, and shall deliver the foil to the 
person in whose name toe certificate is granted. The fod so delivered shall be tin* certi- 
ficate granted under section 7 of the Act. 

(4) If toe Certifying Surgeon refuses to grant to any person a eertifieate under this

At each of these visits 
the manager shall produce before him at such time as the Certifying Surgeon may fix all 
f^ildren employed in the factory, whether actually at work or not, who are not in posses- 
sion of certificates granted under sectiOh 7 of the Act. 

(2) The Certifying Surgeon shall personally examine every child, who is in posses- 
sicm of a " Provisional ” certificate, granted under section 8, and shall, if satisfied that 
a certificate diould be granted, destroy the provisional certificate and issue his own certi- 
ficate in place of it. 

(8) If on such examination the Certifying Surgeon is of opinion that the person in 
possession of a “ Provisional ” certificate, granted under section 8, is under the age of 
twelve years or is not fit for employment in a factor}', he shall impound the certificate, 
write on it the word “ Cancelled ” and sign the same, and shall forward the certificate 
with such remarks, if any, as he may ctfEer to the Inspector of Factories for information, 
and inform the person who issued it. 

14. The Certifying Surgeon at his periodical visits shall satisfy himself as to the 
fitness of the children employ^ in the factory and shall revoke the certificates of any whom 
he deems to be unfit. 

15. The Certifying Surgeon shall enter in the inspection book a note detailing the 
results of each visit to the factory. A copy of this note shall be forwarded to the Inspector 
and to the authority to whom the Certtfying Surgeon is subordinate for the purposes ot 
this Act.

28. The walls of the latrines unless made of corrugated iron Jiall bt limewashod 
inside and out at least twice in every year and the date of the limowashiug shall be noted 
in Form G. 

24. All latrines and ui-inals sliall be kept in a. sanitaiy state. 

25. If in the opinion of the Inspector, in the case of a faeloiy sitnuti-d iu a pluei> 
detached from other buildings and from which access to the open country on at loa'^t two 
sides of it is obtainable, such latrine accommodation is nnuecessarv to (insure the health 
of the operatives, or to prevent a local nuisance, he may exempt ‘such factory from the 
provisions of rules 22 to 24, by order in writing kept in Form J. 


Drinking Water. 

Section 37 {2) fi). 

26. Drinking water shall in all cases be supplied to the employees free oT^t. 

27 . Wherever practicable, durinking water shall be supplied— 

(a) from taps connected with any public water-supply from whidi a sufficient sonplv 
of water can at all tunes be drawn as reqnired, or 

(b) frorn a weU or walk so situated as not to bo poUuted or contaminated with orcanio 
naatter or unpunties. 

Practic^le to supply water in accordance with the 
me&(^ presmbed by rule 27, or if tiie pubhe water-supply is intermittent, then thU 
shall be provided a storage of water, fit for drinking, suppl^ at least as 
per day as there are persons employed in the factory. «« ^^7 ffallons 
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Pbovision of Means of Escape in case of Fibe. 

Section 16 and section 87 (I). 

29. Every boilding of more than me storey shall be provided with at least two sets 
stairs or steps permanently fixed either inside or outside the building so as to affiord 
dir^t and unimpeded access from every part of the factory to the ground level and such 
stairs shall be provided with a suitable and sufficient hand rail or other convenient support. 

80. In factories of more than one storey every window or door giving access to an 
external staircase shall be so arranged as to open immediately from the inside. 

81. Notvnthstanding anything contained in rule 29, ginning iactories shall be 
provided with at least two suitable earthen ramps or two flights of stairs made of brick-work 
or other fire resisting material. 

Ebnoino and GuAsniNO of Maoeinebx. 

Section 87 (2) (/). 

82. The following parts of transmission machinciy shall be securely fenced if in 
motion and likely to cause danger : — 

(i) All shafts, couplings, collars, clutches, toothed wheels, pulleys, driving straps, 
(ffiains and ropes, except such as are in the opinion of the Inspector by cmstruc- 
tion or position equally safe to every person employed as they would be if securely 
fenced or guarded. 

(ii) All projecting set screws, keys, nuts or bolts on revolving ports, except such as 
are countereunk or otherwise made equally sate. 

(iii) The underside of all heavy overhead main driving belts or ropes if there is any 
probability of persons having to pass under them. 

TEx-nLE Factobies. 

88. (i; Cotton openers, combined openers and sctitchers, scutchers and lap-machines, 
hard waste breakers and similar machines and spinning mules shall be driven from counter- 
shafts which must be provided with fast and loose pulleys and efficient belt shiEters. 

(ii) In all openers, combined openere and scutchers, scutchers, sculchorlap-maohines, 
hard waste breakers and similar ipachines, the covers of the beaters and doors which give 
access to any dangerous parts of the machines shall be secured by a self-locking apparatus 
maintained in efficient order in such a manner as to make it impossible to open such cover 
or door when the machine is working. A similar device shall be applied to the doors or 
cflairtg a over the jack box motion and adjacent parts of aH stubbing, intermediate and 
roving frames set up after the date of the introduction of Act XII of 1911. 

(iii) In all openers, combined openers and scutchers, scutchers, scutchei’-lap machines, 
hard waste bi*eakers and similar machines, the door giving access to the dust chamber shall 
be provided with guards which shall, while admitting light, yet prevent contact between 
any portion of an operative's body and the beater grid bars. 

84. Every ring-throstle-frame, fiyer-throstle-frame and doubling frame, the tin rollers 
of which revolve in the usual direction, i.e., in such a manner as to draw upwards between 
them any object coming into contact with them from beneath, shall be guarded in tho 
following manner : — 

(i) A guard or guards shall be permanently fixed along the whole length of each side 

of every such frame and not further under the frame than the outer edge of the 
spindle rail. 

(ii) These guards shall consist of strong horizontal iron bare not less than one and a 
quarter inches in width and one quarter of an inch in thickness secured to suitable 
uprights spaced not more than four feet apart ; the bars should be so placed that 
the vertical space between the topmost bar and the bottom of the spindle rail and 
between the lowest bar and the floor and between any bar and the neat bar shall 
be not more than six inches. If any line of bars consists of more than one piece, 
the pieces forming the line shall overlap each other by at least two and a half 
inches and shall be effectively secured. 

(iii) Whenever under the tail-end of any such frame there is a clear space exceeding 
8 inches from the floor, a like guard shall similarly be fixed midway across such 
end. 

j~882 
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(iv) Every such frame erected after 1st July 1915 shall be guarded iu the above manner 
before being brought into use. In the case of frames erected bofort* thih date, the 
existing guards may be retained only so long as they shall not become in''eeuri‘ 
and require renewal. No new guards of any but the approved pattern sliall be 
fitted to any frame whatever. 

86. In respect of oeirding fnachines : — 

(i) All feed roUeii wheels and dofler wheels, side shaft wheels, calendar wheels and 

collar wheels shall be efficiently fenced. 

(ii) Licker-in covers shall be screwed down so that they ciiimot readily lx* lifted wliile 
the machine is in motion. 

86. In respect of calendering machiueb : — 

All calendering machines shall be provided with an eflicient * nip ' guard along tin* 
whole length on the intake side of each pair of bowls, and shall l)e so fitted .ind 
maintained while the machine is in use as to prevent access of any iH'rson's 
fingers to the point of contact of the rollers or bowls. 

87. All belts and hoist ropes or chains .shall be regularly examined to m e that thi>y 
are at proper tension. 

Additional Fencing in Ginning Factories. 

88. In addition to the provisions of anything hereinbefore contained, tlu' following 
special provisions shall apply to cotton ginning factories to the extent therein indicated 

(tf) The line shaft or second motion in cotton ginning factories when lx 'low floor level 
shall be oompletel.v enclosed by a continuous wall or nnclimbable fencing with oidy 
so many openings as are necessarv for acco^s to the shaft for removing cotton seed, 
cleaning and oiling; and such openings shall be provided with gates or doors which 
shall be kept closed and locked. 

(b) The toothed rollers of the opener shall be guarded by securely fixing acro>.s 'hi' 
machine not more than 8 inches abox’o the lattice a stout wooden plank or btrong 
metal guard not less than 15 indies in width so arranged that under no cimnn- 
stances can a man’s hand get into the rollers. 

(c) The spur gearing at the side of the oi>encr shall be completely cmeied by a btrnng 

metal guard. • 

(d) The crank shaft pulleys and roller-pulleys of all gins shall be bccuiely guiird« d by 
strong box guards and hinged top covers. 

(c) All ginning machines and openers shall be provided with last and loose pullt y-- iii<i 
effieiertt belt shifters. 

Protection on Persons attending to Machinery ob Boilers. 

89. As far as possible all imtwrtant pulleys shall be provided with belt huiigem : 

Provided that when the main belt of any machinerj' have to be adjusted, the machinofy 

shall be stopped and shall not be set in motion again, until such belts have been completely 
adjusted. 

40. Eeplacing or adjusting of fast running belts shall be done only by an oxporionced 
and specially trained person. 

41. All ladders used in replacing belts shall be specially made and reserved for that 
work and provided with hooks or an effective non-skid device. 

42. Every person who goes up to replace a belt or to oil bearings of shafts shall wear 
tight trousers, and shall not wear any loose clothing which is liable to be caught iu tlic 
machinery. The 'tight trousers shall be provided by the occupier free of cost. 

48. All kiers, digesters or steam jacketed pans or other vessels worked under pressure 
shall be fitted with safety valves and pressure gauges. 

Best Interval. 

Section 21 and section 87 {1). 

44. On receiving a request from not less than one quarter of the adult employees in 
any factory asking that the provisions of section 21 (1) {a) (ii) shall apply to the facton’, the 
Inspector shall take steps to ascertain the desire of all the adult employees. If he is* satis- 
fied that not less than three-quarters, of the adult employees desire that &e provisione of 
Section 21 (1) fa) (ii). should apply, he shall record the fact in the Inspection Book under 
his signature, together with a brief account of the steps taken to ascertain the wish^ cf 
the employees. 
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45. ^ Where no entry signed by the Inspector under Rule 44 has been made in the 
Inspection Book the provisions of section 21 (1) (a) (i) shall apply to the factory. 

46. '^ere in any factory to which the provisions of section 21 (1) (o) (ii) apply the 
Znsj^tor is satisfied that not less than three-quarters of the adult employees desire &at that 
seetion should no longer apply, he shall record the fact in the Inspection Book imder nis 
signature together with a brief account of the steps taken to ascertain the wishes of the 
employees. Section 21 (1) (o) (ii) shall thenceforth cease to apply to that factory. 

(EoiilDAYS. 

Section 22 and sections 37 (1) and 88. 

47. Before the end of each calendar month a return shall be sent to the Inspector 
of the area in which the factory is situated giving notice of all the days on which the 
fact^ will be closed during the succeeding month and this return shall be submitted 
whether the factory is or is not working during the calendar month preceding the one to 
whidx the retum«telates, and if any chax^e of date is subsequently made notice shall be 
Igiven to the Inspector accordingly. 

48. Without prejudice to any other conditions that may be imposed in granting 
exemption from the provisions of section 22 under sections SO or S2, in every factory so 
exempted, provision shall be made for compensatory periods of rest. 

49. The approved compensatory periods of rest shall be entered in Form J.

No. 8099 >A. — ^Iq exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the Indian Pactories 
Act, 1911 (Xn of 1911), and in supeitiession 'of Govermnent Notification in the General 
Department, No. 2079, ^ted the 22nd June 1892, as subsequently amended, the Governor 
in Council is pleased to make the following rules* with effect from 1st July 1912 for the 

purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of the said Act : —

[General.] 


1. These rules and orders may be cited as “ The Bombay Pactories Buies, 1912.” 

2. In these rules and orders — 

(a) words and expressions which are defined in the Indian Factories Act, 1911, 
have the same meaning as in the said Act; 

(h) ” the Act ” means the said Act; 

(c) inspector ” means an inspector appointed under section 4, sub-section (1), 
of the Act ; 

Pyomso (I). — When in any area the Local Government has, by notification ir the 
local official Gazette, under sub-section ^5) of section 4, declared that the District Magis- 
trate or an additional inspector shall exercise all tiie powers of an inspector under the Act, 
the word ” inspector ” shall be held to include such District Magisteate or additional 
inspector. 

Proviso (2). — ^When in any area the Local Government has declared, as aforesaid, that 
a District Magistrate or additional inspector shall exercise certain powers of an inspector, 
the woid “’inspector ” shall be held to include such District Magistrate or additional 
inspector, only in so tar as any one or more of these lules are specified in the notification. 

(d) ” District Magistrate ” includes the Director of Industries, Bombay, ^ who 
shall be considered, for the purpose of these rules and orders, to be District Magistrate 
for the Island of Bombay.

3. Register of factories. — ^The inspector shall keep a register of factories in Form A 
attached to these rules and shall famish a copy thereof to the District Magistrate on the 
1st February of each year. He shall also intimate to the -District Magistrate at the time 
they are made all changes in the register which are made in accordance wih the two next 
following rules. 

^ ^irecttons for com^tlvng register of factories When the inspector receives 
notice under section 83 of the Act of a factory being occupied, he shall, if he has not already 
done BO. include sudi factory in his register. 


(2^ When the inspector has reason to believe toat any premises situated within the 
local HiYiita for which he is appointed and not already registered as a factory, ou^t to be 
included in his repster, he shall send to the occupier of the premises a notice intimating 
his intention of placing such prennses on his register of factories. 

(3) An y person served with a notice under clause (2) above may, within 16 days of 
the reciipt of mch notice, forward to the inspector a statement setting forth his objections 
to the remstration of his premises as a factory. The inspector shall consider and dispose 
of such objections, after making such enquiry as he may deem necessairy, and shall make 
up his register of factories accordingly. 

K Notice when factory ceases to he occupied. — ^When any premises cease to be 
as a factory the occupier may give notice of the fact to the inspector, who shall, if 
sSdthat the Act is no longer appUcableto such pmnises remove them from his 
rSer of factories. The inspector may without such notice of his own motion at any tame 
rSove any factory from his register if satisfied that it is no longer used as such : 

PTOvided that seasonal factories shall not be removed from the register if there is a 
probSility of their again starting work within a reasonable time.

1. No person shall be employed in any faetoxy for mors than 12 hours in any one 

day, 

2. No person shall be employed before or after the hours noted below — 

From November let to March 81st indosive 

BaE-past six o’clock in the morning and ei^t o’clock in the evening 

and 

From April let to October Slat inclusive ; — 

Six o’clock in the morning and half-past seven o’dock in the evening. 

8. OSiere ehdl be after each six hours of work a stoppage of half an hour during . 
which all work shall be discontinned. 

4. The period for which mechanical power or electrical power is need in any textile 
factory shall not in any one day exceed twelve hours. 

Exceptions to 1, 2, S and 4 — 

(a) the work of calendering finishing, sewing or tailoring ; or 

(b) the work of cloth printing, bleaching or dyeing ; or 

(c) any work specified in part A of Schedule I of the Act. 

Exceptioi^ to 2, 8 and 4 — 

(d) Any work performed by any person while employed in accordance with a 
system of shifts approved by the Inspector. 

Additional exception to 8 — 
the work of sizing.

1 . With the pre^ loub sanction of the Governor in Council the Commissioner of 
Police is pleased to make the following rules for the conduct of iho Muharram Festival 
W'lhin the limits of Bombay City and Island : — 

(i) No taboot, punja or Dholeeka Punja may be coined about in processioii during the 

ensuing Mubaiiam without the peimissiun ol the Commissioner of Police, and 
the number of persons accompanying a Punja piocession or Fethi procession mnsi 
not exceed SO. 

(ii) Permits to carry Taboots, Pnnjas, or Dholceka Pimjas will be granted to Mussal- 

mans only, and all persons obtaining such permits must produce them whenever 
required to do so by any Magistrate or officer of Police. 

(iii) All loli-processions are absolutely prohibited from the first night to the tenth 
night, both inclusive. 

(iv) The Sandal-procession of the Bara Imam daigah is prohibited from circnla&ig 
in the streets duiiug the period of the Muharram. 

(v) The lifting and circulation of tabuts and tazias on the tenth night (Eatal-ki-rat) 

shall be strictly confined to the limits of the respective mohollas in which eadi 
tabut or tazia is standing. No tabut or tazia shall be carried outside the limits 
of its own moholla on the tenth night and no tabut or tazia shall be allowed to 
move along any main road, such as Parel^Eoad, Grant Road, Erskin© Road, 
Gamac Road, B4bula Tank Road and Duncan Road. 

(vi) The procession of tabuts with music, etc., on the tenth oi Immersion Day will 

be allowed, subject to the condition that each tabut shall be lifted and carried 
by the most diiect load to the main loute of the procession which will be 
Bhendy Bazaar, Eilbidevi Road and Camac Road co the Bandar. No tabut 
will be permitted to visit oihei mohollas before moving south along the main 
lOute. The tabuts of the E and F divisions and the Madanpuia Julhai tabut 
will be nnmeised in the ususl inennor at the usual places. Such of the 
Mdzagaon tabuts and the cabuts of the D division mohollas bordering tiie north 
side^ of Giant Road as are accustomed to travel to Cainac Bandar will move 
straight no iho J. J. Hospital coiner and thonce south along the prescribed route. 
The remainder should be immoised at M4zagaon Bandar as usual. The tabuts 
situated south of Grant and Bdbula Tank Roads on the west and east of Parel 
Road tVilI -move on to Parel Road by the shortest loute from their respective 
mohollas and thence south towards E&lb4devi. The tabuts situated south of 
Paidhuni and PAidhuni Road will move by the shortest route from their mAl^Allnp 
to PAidhuni Police Station and thence go straight away down EMbddevi Road 
The EAmdtipuia tabuts shall move m& Falkland Road to Two Tanks and thence 
to the J. J. Hospital comer and down Bhendy Bazaar by the prescribed road. 
Tabuts belongmg to Dhobi TaMo, Phanaswddi, Ehetwfidi and Girgaum shall 
move dir^t by the shortest route to the Prag Mahal (Dhobi Tal&o) and Camao 
Road. The latter shall not move northwards or approach Bhendy Bazaar. The 
Oolaba tabuts shaU move straight up to the Crawford Market and thence down 
Car^ Road to &e C^ae Bandar. They shall not enter the area north of the 
Crawford l^kete. No tabut wiU be permitted to circulate in other mohollaa 
before finally joining the direct route to the Bandar. 

(vii) ^e Mowing ^eets wiU be entirely dosed to all Muharram celebrants during 

the ten days and nights of the festival : — ^ 

Pakmodia Street. Chimna Butcher Street. 

Dhabu Street. Mutton Street. 

Doctor Street. The Koka Bazaar. 

(viii) No music shall be played in any of the streets or thioroughfares cd Bombay 
except under the authority of a License issued by the Commissicttier of PoUce’ 
The licensee must comply with the terms and conditions of his lieenae. ’ 
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2. In the exercise of the powers conferred by sub-seetion (1) (f) (ii) and (h) of 
section 22 of the City of Bombay Police Act, 1902, and with the pi^vious sanction of 
Eis Excelleni^ the ^vemor in Ooimcil, tho Commissioner of Police has framed the 
following role : — 

Any person jipplying for a license for the playing of music in any street or public 
place during the period of the Muharram festival shall deposit in the ofSce 
of the Commissioner of Police at the time of the application for the license 
a sum of Bs. 50 or such smaller sum as the Commissioner of Police in his 
absolute discretion may in any case fix, if upon the consideration of all the 
circumstances he considers that the deposit of such smaller sum may be 
accepted. In the event of the grant of the license to the applicant and of 
his obedience to the rules issued for the conduct of the Muharram, and in 
the absence of any disturbance by or with the coimivance of ihe applicant, 
the amount of the deposit will be returned to the applicant after the close 
the festival. Otherwise the deposit will be forfeited to Government and 
will be credited to the fund for the relief of indigent pilgrims to Mecca.

20. OperaUont not to be extended topilgrini cewrfres.— Emigration Agents shall not 
carry on their operations in pilgiim centres during times of pilgrimage or festivals. 

21. Persons below the uge of 18 years and women un(iocom^<^ied by u relative not to 
emigrate. — No person below the age of 18 years not accompanying one of his parents or 
his guar^an and no woman nnaccomranied by a relative over 18 years of age shall be 
assisted to emigrate. 

22. BestricHon on emi^oMon of Single Men.-^The number of unmarried men ur 
men unaccompanied by their wives who may be assisted to emigrate to any one country 
in any one year shall not exceed one to every five persons over 18 years of &ge so 
emigrating : 

Provided that the Governor General in Council may exempt any specified country 
from this Buie or may at Us discretion modify the ratio fixed therelf'. 

V. — Pbodtjohoh bbpobb a magistbatb. 

23. Production of Emigrants before magistrates. — (1) Prior to dispatch to the port 
of embarkation every intending emigrant shsdl be produced before a magistrate appointed 
in this behalf ly the Local Government and sudi magistrate may examine such emigrant 
regardii^ his reasons for emigrating and his knowledge of the conditions on which he is 
gomg. The Emigration Agent shall not be present at any such examination. Emigrants 
originating from the port of departure itself shall be produced before a Presidency or 
other magistrate appointed in ^s behalf at the port. 

(2) The Emigration Agent shall submit in triplicate to the magistrate a nominal 
roll in Form No. 2 m the Schedule of the persons whom he proposes to assist to emigrate 

24 Magistrate to eheoh nominal roll. — (1) On production of intending emigrants 
before a magistrate under Buie 23 (1) the magistrate shall check the persons so produced 
with the nominal roll forwarded to him under Buie 23 (2) and shall examine them in 
order to satisfy himself that the Act and these Buies have been complied with. 

(2) If on examination of any intending emigrant he finds — 

(a) that (where such person is below the age of 18 or is a woman) he bears 

to one of the other intending emigrants not so disqualified the relationship stated in 

the roil ; 

{6) that in all other cases — 

{i) he has been recruited by a licensed Emigration Agent, 

(w) he is willing to emigrate and understands the statement of information 
eupplied to him under Buie 16, 

iiii) he has not been induced to emigrate by any coercion, undue influence, 
fraud, misrepresentation or mistake, 

such magistrate shall record in the three copies of the roll that such person'is permitted 
to emigrate. 

(3) If the magistrate is of opinion that any intending emigrant or any of his 
dependents should not be permitted to emigrate, he shall record on the copies of the roll 
a remark to this effect, stating his reasons. 

(4) If a magistrate feels any doubt as to the alleged relationship of any dependent 
he may make further enquiry and call for further evidence before recording his orders 
on the roll. 

(6) One copy of the roll shall after check under sub-rule (1) and after such amend- 
ments as are necessary be filed in the office of the magistrate and the remaining two 
copies hand^ to the Emigration Agent for submission to the Protector at the port 
of embarkation and the Emigration Commissioner. 

26. Bejeoted emigranti. — No person rejected under Buie 24 (3) ^all be permitted 
to e^grate and every person so rejected shall, with his dependents, if any, be returned 
to his home, at the expense of the Emigration Agent. 

26. (1) Any person desiring to emigrate and claiming to be exempted fr o m the • 
provisions of the Act and these Boles relating to emigrants may appear before a 
magistrate with evidence, oral or documentary, that he is not an “ emigrant ” within the 
meaning of section 2 (5) (i) or 2 J («) of the Act (as ihe case may be) together with (in the 
case of a peison claiming to be so eii^pted on the around that he has already resided 
im tim country to which he is desitoaB of emigralmg) doenmentaxy evidence of his 
, idfhtiti purs^rting to be attested by a magistrate in such pountry. 
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(2) The mt^trate, after such enquiry as he throks neoessary, shall if satisfied that 
the applicant is not an “emigrant” to such country \nthin the meaning of section 2 (5) 

(«) or (u), as the case ma;^ be, grant him a certificate to that effect and shall endorse the 
documentary evidence of identity (where such is produced). 

(3) A certificate granted by a magistrate and Hie documentary evidence of identity 
endorsed by the magistrate under sub-rule (2) HieJI, if produced before any magistrate, 
authority or officer acting under this Act, not later than six months after the granting 
thereof be conclusive proof that the perscm named therein is not an “emigrant” to the 
country specified therein VTithin the meaning of the Act. 

VT. — COKVBTAKOB 07 EmIORANXS XO XHE PORX 07 EuBAREAXION. 

27. Despatch of persons permitted to emigrate. — ^Every perron permitted to emigrate 
under the Act or these Buies must be conveyed with all convenient despatch, by or xmder 
the orders of the Emigration Agent to the place of accommodation established under 
Buie 30. 

28. Competent person to aeeompany emigrants to port ofemharkat^. — (1) When an 
emigrant has been examined under Buie 24 at a place beyond the limits of the port of 
embarkation, he must while proceeding to the port be accompanied throughout the 
journey either by the Emigration Agent himself or by a competent person appointed 
that behalf by the Emigration Commissioner. 

(2) The Emigration Agent or the pers(m so appointed shall, throughout the journey, 
provide the emigrant with proper and sufficient food and lodging, if necessary. 

Vn.— NON-BBOatriXBD Emiqbahxs. 

29. Non-reervited emigrants. — (1) Persons who desire to obtain assisted passages, 
but do not desire the assistance of Emigration Agents, may apply direct to the Emigra- 
tion Commissioner of the country to which they wish to proceed. The application shall 
be accompanied by a certificate in Form No. 3 in the Schedule from a local magistrate. 

(2) If the Emigration Commissioner agrees to grant assisted passages to any persons 
applying to I'im under sub-rule (1), they may be assisted to proceed to the place of 
established under Buie 17 and shall be dealt with thereafter in the 

TnftUTiflr as persons assisted to emigrate by Emigration Agents. 

VUI.— PliACBS 07 Acoommodaxion ax xhb Pobi 07 Embabkaiion. 

30. Plaoes of Oicoommodation at port of emibarltaiion. — ^Every Emigration Commis- 
sioner shall establieii at every port for which he is appointed or at any other convenient 
locality approved by the Local Government a suitable place of accommodation for the 
reception and lodging of emigrants before embarkation for the country for which he is 
Emigration Commissioner, and shall provide all necessary food and clothing for all 
emigrants during their stay at the place. 

31. Ptoce to le licensed,— A. place of accommodation establi^ed under the preced- 
ing ruie shall not be used for the reception and lodging of emigrants until it has beoi 
inspected and approved by the Protector and the Medical Inspector and a license for its 
use has been granted by the Protector in Form No. 4 in the Schedule. 

32. Cancellation of license.— Th& Protector may at any time cancel a license 
granted under Buie 31— 

(а) if he considers that the place licensed has become unhealthy, or has in any 
respect become unsuitable for the rocommodation of emigrants, or 

(б) if the Emigration Commissioner failed, after reasonable notice, to comply 

with any of the requirements of these rules in respect of such place. 

83. Beport of arrival of enugrants.—ThB arrival at the place established under 
Buie 3*0 of each emigrant shall immediately be reported by the person in charge tc the 
■p , m^ g l^ o.^nnTl Commissioner who shall submit a weekly return of such arrivals to Hie 

Protectw:. 

84. InmecHon hy Protector and Medical Inspedor.—^X) Tiie Protector and 
Medical Inspector shall, from time to time, and at least once in every we^^ dunng wmeh 
any emigrants may be kept in any place, inspect the* emigmts and examine Ihe state 
such place, and Hie manner in which the emigrants therein are lodged, fed, clothed and 
otherwise provided for and attended to. 

(2) The Protector an^ the Medical Inspector shall, in their inspection and supervi- 
sion of the places, comply with the directions framed for their guidance by the Local 
^vemment. 

35. Appointm&ii of residet^ medieail ofUcer.—A resident medical officer, aTOroved 
bv the Medioal Inspector, shall bo appointed for each place of acooncunodation es^ish^ 
under Buie 80 by the Emigration Commissioner, and ^ name ejall ^ ^8»t^ m the 
Protector’s office. He shall kero ahospitalregister mFom No. 6 in the Schedule and 
shaU hlaoe it before that officer when he visits the place. The Epgcation Oommissionet 
may appoint toy ftdditioxidl modioal officer with, the approval of the Protector* 
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36. Site, etc., ehouU he sulyeet to the approval of the JlfedicaZ Bwpector.— site of 
every piace of acconimodation established under Eule 80 and the disposition, and construc- 
tion of the sheds appertaining thereto shall, from a sanitary point ot view, be subject to 
the approval of the Medical Inspector who shall, if he approves tiie same, furnish the 
Protector with a certificate of such approval. 

37. Inspeetions of and visits to places of aeeomModation.—'{l) Every pla^e of accom- 
modation established under Eule 30 shall be open to inspection by any non-ofhcial persons 
whom the IjocsI Government may appoint for the purpose. 

(21 A. visitors’ book shall be kept in each place of accommodation in which the 
Protector and Medical Inspector and any non-official visitors visiting the place under 
sub-rule (1) shall enter the dates of their visits and may make any such suggestions or 
remarks as they deem advisable. 

(8) Priends and relations of emigrants shall also be permitted to visit the place of 
accommodation and shall be free to converse with and induce any emigrants to return to 
their homes. 

88. Besidence of ErmgraMon Commissioner in or near place of accommodation.-^Th<i 
Emigration Commissioner shall reside or shall depute a responsible representative to 
reside within or in some place immediately adjoining every place of accommodation, 
established under Eule 30 with a view to the eserdse of immediate and elficient control 
over subordinates, and to the prevention of irregularities. 

39. Begisters to he mamtamed and returns to he submitted, — The Emigration 
Commissioner shall cause registers for every place of accommodation established undmr 
Eule 30 to be kept in Eorms Nos. 6 and 7 in the Schedule and the entries therein to be 
punctually, legibly and accurately made. An annual return of accommodation and a 
monthly return of sickness in such place shall likevnse be prepairod r^pectively in Forms 
Nos. 8 and 9 in the Schedule, and shall be forwarded by the Emigration Commissioner to 
the office of the Protector. A weekly hospital report in Form No.^ 10 in the Schedule 
shall also be furnished by the Emigration Commissioner to the Medical Inspector. 

40. Brocedwe on ocemreruse of infectious or contagious diseases. — (1) In the event 
of cholera; small-poz or other communicable disease appearing in a place of accommoda- 
tion established under Eule 30, every emigrant or dependent attacked shall be sent to an 
outside hospital for treatment ; and the relatives of the afiected persoii, il any, not 
aocompanymg the patient and all contacts shall at the same time be placed ‘ in a 
segregation shed situated in an isolated part of the premiios ; and shall not bo permitted 
to move or be removed thence without the written permission of the resident medical 
officer appomted under Eule 36. 

(2) Eelatives accompanying an afiecoed person to an outside hospital shall bo provided 
with either food or a subsistence allowance. 

41. Beport of casmUies. — The removal of any emigrant from the register kept in 
Form No. 6 lor any cause other than embarkation, or any death or other casualty shall be 
reported in Form No. 11 in the Schedule to the Protector on the following day ; and any 
death from whatsoever cause, shall be reported to the Medical Inspector before noon on 
the follovnng day. 

42. _ Deaths.— 0.) In the case of the death of an emigrant before embarkation, the 
Emigration OommissionOT shall make a correct inventory of the property of each emigrant 
in a register to be kept in Form No. 6 in the Schedule and shall forward such property, 
with the exception of foul clothing which shall be burnt together with a descriptive list 
of them to the office of the Protector for disposal. 

(2) The Emigration Commissioner shall also notify the death to eacfiit of the successors 
designated in column 14 of Form No. 6. 

(3) Claims m^e by relatives shMl also be communicated to the Protector, who shall 
after making engniry as to heirs, dispose of the estate as circumstances may render 
necessary. 

IX. — ^EzAMINAXIOK BBFOBB E MBAWTA-PTnw 

43. Nominal roll of e/mngromis about to embark,— A. nominal roll in duplicate of all 
•emigrant who are about to embark shMl be prepared in Form No. 12 in the Schedule 
and special care shall be taken by or under the direction of the Emigration Commissioner 
that the entries therein are correctly and legibly written. 

44. EtBaounaiHon h^ore embarkation.— {!) Emigrants before leaving the place of 
accommodation established under Bale 80 shall be oacefolly identified VTith the enkies in 
the noj^al roll ncescribed by Eule 48 and examined as to their fitness to undertake &e 

the Medical Inspaotor, who shall make over the nominal roll with the .report 
Mhkhjspeotipn to jhe protector. ^ ' 
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(2) The Protector shall examine the emigrants and shall refuse permission to an 
emigrant to leave the country on any of the following groimds : — 

(j) If the Medical Inspector reports that he is unfit to undertake the journey to 
the country to which he or the person on whom ^ is dependent, as the 
case may be, has agreed to emigrate; 

(ii) If the provisious of the Act or of these rules have not been strictly observed 
or have been in any way contravened; or 

(t») If he appears not to have understood the conditions on which he is proceed- 
ing and such condtions being adequately explained to him is unwilling to 
embark. 

45. Becordmg of Froteetofs orders. — (1) The Protector shall state on each copy of 
the nominal roll prescribed by Buie 43 whether each emigrant is permitted to embark or 
is refused permission recording briefly his reasons in the case of refusal. 

(2) One copy of the nominal roll shall be recorded in the office of the Protector and 
the other copy made over to the Emigration Commissioner for record in his office. 

46. EmAgrmt not to emhaarh for three daye. — No eminent shall be allowed to 
embark until three days have elapsed from the date of his arrival at the place of accom- 
modation established under Buie 80. 

47. Detention of emigrant regarding whom any question has been raised , — 
Emigrants who are refused permission to embark by the Protector under Bole 44 (2) (,«) 
on account of temporary physical unfitness to undertake the voyage, shall, if the Medical 
Inspector so recommends, be maintained in the place of accommodation until permitted 
by the Protector to proceed. Any relative of the detained emigrant who wishes to 
remain with him in the place of accommodation shall also be maintained in it and, if an. 
emigrant, not forced to embark. 

48. Disposal of rejected emnyraanis. — Emigrants who are not permitted by the 
Protector to embark on account of permanent unfitness to undertake the voyage and other 
persons rejected on the grounds specified in Bole 44 (2) {ii) and {iH) shall, together with 
their dependents, if any, be returned through the Protector’s office to the vilifies from 
which they came at the expense of the Emigration Commissioner. 

49. ExammaUon of rejected emigrants before despatch to their homes. — ^All emi- 
grants rejected shall be examined by the Memcal Inspector on the da^ on which they 
are to be returned to their districts, and only those that are certified by him to be able to 
travel be allowed to return at the expense of the Emigration Commissioner. The 
rest ffhttll be supported in the place of accommodation and be there treated until the 

Inspector certifies to then being in a fit state of health to undertake the journey 
to the place from which they were brought. 

50. Fee to be charged for emigrawts permitted to embark. — A fee shall be levied for 
each emigrant permitted by the Protector to embark at such rate as may from time to 
time be fixed by the Governor General in Council. This fee shall not in any case Ite 
payable or recoverable from the emigrant but shall be paid by the Emigration Agent 
or the Emigration Commissioner. 

X.— Betthinbi) EMiGRysis. 

51. Lodging of returned emigrants. — (1) Beturned emigrants shall on their arrival 
at the port of disembarkation be accommodated in the place of accommodation appointed 
by the Emigration Commissioner on that behalf, where they shall be properly lodged and 
povided f(^ until the Emigration Commissioner is in a position to arrange lor their 
d^axture to their homes. 

(2) The Emigration Commissioner shall prepare in Form No. 13 in the Schedule a 
list of the sick and helpless returned emigrants and after the Medical Inspector has 
bis remarks thereon shall forward it to the Protector. 

52. Treatmei^ of sick returned ermgrants. — Sick returned emigrants, unless un- 
willing be treated in the hospital m the pkce of accommodation appointed under 
Buleli CL) or in any other hospital according to ciroumstanoes ; and on their discharge 
from hospital, shall be dealt with like other returned emigrants who need no medical 
treatment. 

68 Despoitch of returned emigrants to their Aomes.— Beturned emi^nts shall, * 
they desire ft, and if the terms on which they emigrated entitle them to be so returned, 
be returned to their native districts at the expense of the country concerned. Such 
returned emigrants as are considered by the Medical Ihspeotot to be physically or mentally 
helpless, shall be so returned by the Emigration Commissioner under proper escort. 

54 Payment of deposits made in the colony by returned (1) If any returned 

emigrants are known to have deposited moneqr for transmission to India through ttis 
Goromment of the country from which they have returned the Emigration Commissibixer 
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Bhi21 without delay make payment to them in ^dian money, at the correct prevailing 
rate of exchange at the port of disemharkation, of the equivalents of the amounts so 
d^osited. Should any such emigrants so desire, the Emigration Commissioner a^ftii 
assist them to obtain postal money orders payable to themselves at any post ofiSce they 
may name in place of notes or silver, which they should be discouraged from oarryino 
about with them. 

(2) The amounts payable in the oases of eminants who may have died on the voyage 
together with any unclaimed property left by such emigrants, shall be forwarded by the 
Emigration Commissioner to the Protector for dispose in such ■mumiAi- as may be pre- 
scribed by the Local Government. ^ 

66. B^ort to Protector of dm mg the voyage.— The Emigration Commissioner 
shall report to the Protector of Emigrants, with reference to each batch of returning 
emigrants, the number of such emigrants which embarked Jhom the country and the 
number, if any, which died during the voyage to the port of disembarkation. 


XI. — Agents appointed undbb section 7 op the Act. 

56. Agents appointed ‘under section -(1) The Agents appointed under section 7 
of the Act shall be generally responsible for the welfaie of the emigiants and for caarvlns 
out the purposes of the Act. ^ ° 

(2) They shall obto mformation on any matters affecting the welfare and sutus of 
Indians in the countries in which such Agents are employed and 
Government of India. 


They shall prepare and submit annual reports, in such form as may be prescribed 
regar^g the cmidition of Indians in the country in which they are located. ^ ’ 


(4) They shall protect and advise, as far as possible, all classes of 

within their charge and bring their requirements to the notice of the

(6) They shall be directly subordinate to the Government of India. 

(7) In canryiog out the above duties an Agent shall Act in co-operation w>lh 
the Immigration Department of the Govei-nment of the countiy in which hp ,•« 
employed.

All forest-officers from Conservators downwards as well as Eevenue officers who are 
concerned in the management of forests are therefore subject, in sll matters relating to 
Forest administration, to the Commissioner. 


2. Duties of Ctmmismoners. — ^Except in matters relating to departmental finance, to 
purely technical forest operations, to appointment, leave or transfer of establishment, and 
to other matters with which the Chief Conservator is empowered to deal, the Commissioner 
in Sind and the Commissioners, Northern, Central and Southern Divisions shall, for the 
purposes of administration — 

(а) issue orders and instructions to Collectors, Conservators and Deputy Copservators 
of Forests in independent charge of Circles ; 

(б) interpret the wders of Government where any question arises as to the meaning 
of such orders ; 

(c) settle all matters in which any difference of opinion arises between the Forest 
Department and any other department; 

(d) promote generally the harmonious working of the Eevenue and Forest Depart- 
ments ; and 

fe) receive, consider and, with their own views in each case, when such refermce is 
necessary, refer to Government all reports respecting forest matters submitted to 
them, whether from the Eevenue or from the Forest Department. 


3. Collectors to he responsible for forest administration. — Except in matters relating 
to purely technical forest operations, the Collector of each district is responsible for forest 
administration and the Divisional Forest officers shall be assistants to the Collector and 
subject to his orders. 

4. Chief Consenator: His powers and duties— Ihe Chief Conservator of Forests is 
the local head of the Forest Department and the technical adviser of Government in Forest 
matters. He is empowered to deal on his own authority with purely technical questions, 
such as the operaticai of sanctioned working plans, fire protection and sylvicultural opera- 
tions generally, and with matters regarding which powers have been delegated to him. In 
regard to all purely technical matters he will be the eontroUi^ authority over the Conser- 
vators in regard to other matters he should be in the position of adviser, being consulted 
either by the Commissioner or by Government as the case may be. 


5 Powers of Conservators and Deputy Couseiratora.— Subject to the other provisiOM 
of these rules and subject to the instructions issued by the Chief Conservator from time to 
time, each Conservator of Forests in his own Circle or Deputy Conservator in mdependent 
charge of a Circle diall direct all technical forest operati<ms. 

6 Conservators and Deputy Conservators to control forest oj^cera.— Except in so to 
as is otherwise directed in rules or orders of Government, the dep^ental control of ^ 
forest-officers in a Circle v^s in the Conservator of Forests of that Circle, or m the Deputy 
Conservator in independent charge of a Circle, subject to the Chief Conservator. 


7 Procedure regarding Departmental communications.— la mattOT rrfating to 
denartaental finance or to appointment, transfer or leave of estabhtoent, and “ thae 
Slitioned in rule 4, as matters to be dealt with by ttie P P. on hia oto ^ 

Conservators will address aE communications to the Chief Conservator. On other subjecte 
they win address the Commissioner concerned. 
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8. Divigumal forestroffkere.—ML Divisiwial Forest-ofi&oerB aod their sutoii^teB 
Bball, in all but purely technical matters, be subordmate to tibe Collector ot the ^^ct in 
which they are serving. Appointments, postings, punishments, rewards, leave and tr^er 
of subordinate forest establishment shall be made, awarded or granted by the Divisio^

9. Powers of Collector and Divisional Forest-officer^ re heal supply, puhhc tighU, 
pastures, etc. — ^In all matters relating to local supply, including grass, gra^g and me 
rigVifa and privileges <rf tide pec^le in or in respect pf forest, orders shall be issued by the 
Divisional Farest-effleer after approval by the Collector. 

Tie mftnftgemflTit and control of the pastures and fodder resen'es vests exclusively in 
the Colleetar subject to the orders of the Commissioner and of Govemmeiit, In this respect 
the Conservator of Fcarests and the Divisional Forest-officers are to act in the capacity of 
consultative officers, advisiog and giving their opinions on all questions of a technical 
character that may be referred to them by any of the said authoritfes. 

10. Forest compartmeni not to he closed except under the orders of the Collector . — 
No forest compartment shall be closed, whether for planting or reboisement or for punitive 
purposes, except under the order or with the approval cd the Collector. 

TViifl rule does not apply to the dosure of compartments which have been recently felled 
in strict accordance with a duly sanctioned working plan. 

11. Certain liases to he submitted through the CoUeetor; Difference of opinion . — 
Subject to any instructions which may be given by the Commissioner, orders issued by a 
Gemservator to any Divisi<mal Fcnest-cfficer and all correspondence between the Conservator 
and any such officer on the following subjects shall be forwarded through the Collector who 
will record such' remarks thereon or (in matters other than such as are described in rules 
4 and 6) give such directions with regard thereto as he thinks fit : —

Fixing of rates for sale d minor forest produce. 

Forest Settlements, 

Afforestation and disforestation. 

Bights end privileges. 

Closure of forest areas in respect of grazing or other piivileges. 

Enhancement or reduction of gradng fees. 

Local supply of fuel, grass and grazing, 

Bab, dalhi or kumri cultivation. 

Annual administration report, 

Becoveiy of forest revenue or outstandings under section 81 of tht Act, 

Supply of fire-arms, 

Diaries of Divisional Forest Officers, 

Civil suits, ' 

Thefts of Government money. 

In the event of a difference of opinion between a Collector and the Conservator of 
Forests, either officer may refer the matter to the Commissioner, who will either dispose 
of the reference himself, or, if he thinks it necessary, obtain the orders of Government. 

12. Divisional Forest-officer to report places of eviting, etc., to the Collector . — ^It 
shall be the duty of the Divisional Forest-officer to inform the Collector of the places where 
any cutting is to be made or where special protection is needed. The Collector shall then

8. A candidate must be free from disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity, 
unfitting him, or likely to unfit him, for the Indian Civil Service. 

4. A candidate must be of good moral character. 

_ 6. A candidate must hold a degree of a University incorporated by law in British 
India, or of the Mysore University, or the senior diploma of the Mayo College, Ajmer. 

6. ' The Governor-General in Council, having regard to the needs of the Local Govern- 
ments, shall call on the Local Governments to recommend biich number of candidates ub 
he may direct. 

7. The recommendations called for under Buie 6 shall be made in the first instance 
from the list of candidates who sat at the annual competitive examination held in Indiu 
for the Indian Civil Service in the year in which the selection is to be made, and secondly 
from the list of those who, having applied to sit for that examination, were not awarded a 
certificate of selection by a Quota Committee. If sufficient suitable candidates are not 
available from those sources the Local Government shall call for fresh applications. 

8. The Govemcar-General in Coimcil, after considering the recommendations received 
from the Local Governments, shall propose candidates lor appointment. 

9. In the event of a candidate being selected for appointment he will be roquii-ed 
to proceed to England on probation for two years. The rales for his probation will be 
the same as those prescribed for candidates successful at the competitive examination. 

10. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to enlist support lor his application 
through persons of infinence will disqualify him for appointment. Spontaneous recom- 
mendaticms from persons who are not themselves acquainted with the candidate’s work at 
school or at the University, or otherwise, will be disregarded.

1. Any person who has joined since the 4th August 1914 the Army or Navy or 
Boyal Marines or the Royal Air Force, or has rendered since that date actual military 
service in the Special Eeserve or Territorial Force, Boyal Naval EeseiTe, or Boyal Naval 
Volunteer Beserve, may, if eligible in point of age under the above Begulations, deduct 
from his actual age at the time of the competitive examination to be held in 1922— 

(a) the actual period of such service, if it has not exceeded three months ;
